Adverse Weather Cutting Crop Acreage—Railroad Tangle 
Prevents Delivery of Fertilizers—Pea-Root Rot 
Appearing—Can Shortage Threatened— 

Prices on the Advance. 


The conditions in the canned foods market are beginning to 
look serious. In every section of the country weather conditions 
have been decidedly unfavorable, with the result that crops can- 
not be planted, nor can the ground be prepared. This condition 
in connection with the disinclination of the growers to expert them- 
selves this season makes a situation that is really serious and is 
a cause of real worry to the canner who has accepted future orders. 


And, then, as if these two factors were not sufficient, the 
railroad tie-up, by means of the strikes and generally disorganized 
condition, has prevented the proper distribution of fertilizers, and 
one more good reason for not planting food crops is given the 
growers. The fertilizer interests warned against this possibility 
early in the year, but even if their warning had been heeded it is 
doubtful if the trouble could have been entirely avoided. 

The season is so late that it is feared that crops cannot now 
be planted and gotten through in time, and especially so with 
peas. Peas planted now will come into the very hot weather and 
be subject to the depredations of the pea louse and all the ail- 
ments that that tender crop is heir to, and neither canners nor 
growers care to face this practical certainty. As a result, the 
acreage is short, and wili remain short, and unless the weather 
changes materially for the better, the crop that has been planted 
cannot measure up to normal in yield. New York State canners 
who have sold future peas to their usual normal extent are now 
looking around in other sections to cover their apparent shortage. 
In other words, they are discounting their crop on account of 
present conditions. 

Prof. J. M. Le Cato, of the Delaware Agricultural College, 
who has devoted much of his time and attention to canners’ crops, 
last year having issued a very valuable bulletin on the “Pea Root 
Rot,” has just reported, through one of our leading canners, 
that the pea root rot is again abundant, and went on to say: 
“And if the season continues for the next week (his letter was 
dated May 18th) cold and rainy, as it is at the present time, 
you may expect a severe outbreak, especially on farms which were 
planted in peas last year.” 
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The corn canners are greatly worried over the planting situa- 
tion. Corn should be in the ground now, or, at least, a good 
proportion of the crop, so that the crop will come to the factories 
in regular rotation and not in the big glut. -But it has been im- 
possible to abide by any set schedule of planting, and not more 
than a small fraction of the crop has gone in. Taken as a whole, 
the ground has remained too cold for corn and if planted would 
merely rot and not grow. Warm weather has been hoped for 
and prayed for, but it has not shown up anywhere as yet. There 
is more time for corn, and some of the loss may be made up later, 
but the change must come soon or the loss there, as in peas, will 
be irreparable. 


The experts in tomato growing, when the efforts to increase 
production per acre on this important crop were first made, advo- 
cated the setting out of tomato plants early in May—for this 
section, Indiana, etc.—so that the crop would begin bearing early 
and continue to frost time. So far it has been impossible to get 
the plants started, much less set out, and some who had their 
seed beds made and started have reported damage from frost, 
and certainly the cold rains and cold nights, damp days and 
chilly mornings have not helped the delicate tomato plants. This 
past week has been one of much rain, and furnace fires are kept 


burning in homes today. That does not indicate good growing 
conditions for canners’ crops. 


And another disturbing factor has appeared in the market— 
the likelihood of a serious can shortage. Canmakers everywhere 
have found it almost impossible to secure supplies of tin plates. 
owing to the interrupted railroad facilities. They have struggled 
against this for several weeks now, losing valuable time usually 


devoted to making up the year’s supply of cans, and they now 
begin to fear that it will be impossible to catch up. Their labor 
is not more willing than other labor, and their production is cut, 
as is the casé with every other producer, and so the spectre of a 
' shortage of cans during the season of 1920 has stalked out into 
the market to give both producers and buyers the cold chills. 
Of course, if the crops are reduced through the unfavorable 
weather, absence of fertilizer and general disinclination of the 
growers to grow them, this can shortage will have no effect; but 
should the crops ultimately turn out anywhere near normal and 
the cans are lacking, it will be a calamity. 

The result of all this is that the market has been very active 
this week. Prices are on the advance, and sellers on the retreat. 
The buyers now fully realize that prices on canned foods are 
cheaper than they will be for another year at least, and they are 
anxious to put some goods on the floors which the demand from 
retailers and consumers has nearly cleaned bare. The great 
consuming centers have been forced to eat up the stocks of goods 


on hand, and as the railroad situation has made it nearly impos- 


sible to add to these stocks, the buyers are becoming worried. . 


They have waited too long, and they know it now. 


Corn has advanced about 5c per dozen all along the line this 
week, Maine style standard now being quoted at $1.25 in this 
market, and no canners anywhere showing a willingness to part 
with their goods at less than $1.20. This is as true in the Central 
West as in the East. 


Peas also have scored an advance of about 5¢ per dozen on 
the average, as our market pages will show. Tomatoes are very 
firm at quotations, which, however, are but nominal as each 
seller has his own ideas as to their value, and will not part with 
them until the buyers meet these views. No. 2 tomatoes have 
advanced to $1.25 strong, and may go higher. Spinach also is on 


the advance, and this crop may be taken as a warning to the 
future sellers in other lines. Some went out with prices around 
$1.65 for No. 3 spinach, and now their costs are compelling a price 
of about $2 for the same article. And some canners cannot see 


costs at even that price. The advance in prices is on, and it will 
most certainly continue, 
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NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS 


The Canned Goods Exchange Meeting—The Canned Goods 
Exchange held its regular monthly meeting on Tuesday, May 
11th, the first under the direction of its new president, John 
R. Baines. Following the usual luncheon, business was opened 
promptly. After the reading of the minutes of the last several 
meetings, taken up mainly with efforts to relieve the sugar 
shortage, various committee reports were called for. It would 
seem the Executive Committee of the Exchange is to take on 
new life as it submitted, through its chairman, ex-president 
Hamburger, several very good and timely suggéstions and 
plans of work. It is to be hoped this determination will be 
carried out. The Committee approved the Inspection and 
Advertising feature of the National Canners Association, but 
pointed out that it is an individual matter which each one 
should take up. They urged the continuation of the Sugar 
Committee. Their report showed the adoption of the 5/8 
tomato basket as a standard and urged its continuance. They 
likewise advised the appointment of a committee by the Chair 
to acquaint other sections with the recently passed Maryland 
law prohibiting the packing of tomatoes with puree—and 
which Delaware has since enacted into law, reminding all that 
the law will be rigidly enforced this year, and that after Jan- 
uary ist, 1921, canned tomatoes so packed may not be sold 
in these States. This Committee was authorized by resoultion 
and the Chair will appoint it later. 


Traffic Manager Henderson made an interesting report, 


much of which is given under the Freight and Shipping News 
column in this issue. 


Mr. F. A. Torsch, who had attended the meeting of the 
National Chamber of Commerce at Atlantic City, gave an in- 
teresting report of the proceedings. The necessity of co- 
operation by the canners in restoring labor to the farms was 
emphasized there, and the Exchange heartily endorsed the 
proposition. 

Michigan Canners to Meet May 18th and 19th—The Michi- 
gan Canners Association is to meet on May 18th and 19th at 
Hotel Pantland in Grand Rapids. A very interesting program 
has been arranged. They will assemble at 1.30 P, M., Tuesday, 
May 18th, and after the invocation by Rev. C. O. Grieshaber 
the meeting will be addressed by Mayor John McNabb. The 
response will be made by President Gill. Dr. Loomis will 
speak on Inspection and Advertising. Dr. T. W. Morgan of 
the Continental Can Co., will speak on the relation of sanita- 
tion to spoilage. The question of Sewage disposal will be dis- 
cussed by Prof. Rich, State Sanitary Engineer. Dairy and 
Food Commissioner F. L. Woodworth will speak and many 
others. On Tuesday evening there will be a banquet and en- 
tertainment at the hotel. 


Wednesday morning the meeting will reassemble at 10 
A. M. and Dr. G. H. Coons will speak on plant diseases of 
interest to canners. E. L, Ewing will speak on traffic matters, 
Mr. Geo. W. Cobb will speak on “Canning in 1920.” In the 
afternoon Prof. Moore of the Michigan Agricultural College 
will speak, and Mr. H. L. Huenink will speak upon ‘Apple 
Canning.” 


All Michigan canners should be there and probably will 
be.

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NEW YORK MARKET 


Railroad Congestion Hampers the Market—Nothing Coming In 
and Spot Stocks Rapidly Disappearing—Sugar Prices 
Mean Short Packs—Tomatoes Advancing—Corn 
Firm—Future Peas Selling Well—Supply of 
Fruits Limited—Picked Up In 
This Market.

The Situation—Transportation stands out as a potent fac- 
tor in- the canned foods trade. So badly congested are the 
railroads that cars which started from producing points in 
December have not yet arrived and sometimes it is reported 
that all trace of them has been lost. -The local situation is 
governed to some extent by this transportation question. 
Local supplies are disappearing under the constant demand 
with practically nothing coming in. Even the supplies which 
should come from only short distances are slow in arriving, 
and when they have to come from as far away as California 
the possibility of getting them is remote. Some goods started 
from California last December, routed via Galveston .and from 
thereby water, have not yet arrived. I takes from 30 to 
60 days for a car to arrive from such nearby localities as 
Maryland. Jobbing interests are no longer placing any depend- 
ence upon the arrival of shipments and are doing the best they 
can under the circumstances, and the best is none too good. 
Spot stocks are disappearing under the steadily growing de- 
mand and in some establishments the storage space is empty 
and no one knows when further supplies can be obtained. 
Buyers are beginning to discover something about the actual 
conditions in the trade. They find that anything which uses 
sugar will likely be a short pack because they do not believe 
canners will be able to get sugar in sufficient quantity to put 
up the supplies needed. More confidence is growing up in 
the old and new packs and sellers are not trying to dispose 
of what they have in hand. The market is improving. All 
favorite varieties are growing stronger and in some the possi- 
bility of an advance is promising. The situation has grown 
better for the holder since last week, and further improvement 
is expected as spot stocks decline and demand continues. 

Tomatoes—For the past two weeks the market has been 
firm and tending upward at all packing points. The range on 
all full standards at factory points runs about like this: No. 
2s, $1.25a1.30; No. 3s, 91.75a1.80; No. 10s, $5.75a6.00. No 
sales of futures have been reported this week and so far as 
known no inquiry has developed. No one can determine what 
the situation is in tomatoes. Few are anxious to sell, though 
they say that they are getting ample inquiry. Orders and in- 
quiries have been received from almost every section of the 
country. Holdings are disappearing and important factors 
in the trade look for higher prices. To get confirmation at 
prices quoted quick action is necessary. It doesn’t do to de- 
lay as prices change very quickly some days. Mixed cars are 
hard to confirm and many packers having assorted cars ask 5 
cents a dozen more. No one can estimate what the crop will 
be. They do not even know what the acreage will be, or any- 
thing approximating it. The outlook in that respect is not 
alluring. California No, 2%s are working toward a basis of 
$1.60 ex-warehouse. Early in the week the price was $1.42%, 
but later $1.50 was inside and now that is accepted but 
rarely. No. 10s are firm at $5.50 for full standards. Some 
are talking $1.25 for future California No. 2%s. It is likely 
to be more rather than less. Retailers have small stocks and 
are reported searching for more. 


Corn—The market is firm and Southern Maine Style 
standards have sold as high as $1.30 ex-warehouse. Cheap 
lots have all been picked up and canners are either out of 
the market or are holding above buyers’ figures. Maine fancy 
is priced at $1.70 on spot. But little is left in first hands. 
Movement from factory points is difficult because of the rail- 
road situation. Western corn is active at $1.30a1.40. Some 
inquiry for futures is heard, but packers seems to have sold 
all they care to offer for the present and little or nothing has 
been done of late. Most canners are far above the prices 
buyers want to pay, consequently the market continues dull. 

Peas—Futures seem to be selling well, better, in fact, 
than some packers care to see. Southern varieties are most 
active. Western varieties are hard to get owing to the late 
season which has imparted bullish ideas to packers and has 
increased the tendency to advance prices. What the yield 
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will be can only be guessed, but according to some info} 
tion from the West it will not be up to early expectations,, 
surplus of low-priced lines is available, and that causes buyers 
to seek medium-priced goods. The spot market continues ac- 
tive, especially on such lines as can be obtained at low prices. 
Jobbers are disposing of most of these goods for their,own 
trade. They do not care to sell unless the buyer pays ‘what 
may seem to him to be a too high price. 

String Beans—A good demand is reported with prices 
running about as they have for some weeks. Buyers are 
not finding the supplies as liberal as they thought and it is 
not easy to obtain the quantities wanted. 

Asparagus—Contracts are in process of confirmation at 
opening prices, but so far none of the new pack is on the 
market. The old pack is virtually distributed. Shipments 
are delayed and no one can guess when the new crop will be 
ready for delivery. 

Fruits—The supply in this market is somewhat limited. 
It is next to impossible to get anything from California and 
spot business has been done from stocks held here. These 
are getting low and sellers are objecting to selling them for 
the reason that they do not know when they can get more and 
the sugar shortage outlook makes it seem as though it would 
be impossible to pack sufficient this season to bring the busi- 
ness up to anything like normal. Holders are firm in their 
views and are accepting reduced prices no longer. 


Peaches—The market is held firmly at full opening prices 
in the West, though in New York they can be bought a shade 
under that level. The Coast reports an increased demand 
from some sections of the country, but holders have but little 
to sell. Holders are not certain about the coming output and 
do not like to see their present stocks all vanish. 

Apricots—The market is developing a better tone, but 
New York’s interest is chiefly in peaches and they do not buy 
apricots if they can get what they want, They are not always 
able to do that, hence the sale of apricots is improving some- 
what. 

Pears—Offerings are small and business is chiefly of a 
jobbing character. Most holders are loth to part with their 
stocks and are retaining what they have. 

Salmon—The market is firmer on the spot, reflecting the 
situation in the Middle and far West. Holders are less anxious 
to sell and the situation seems likely to remain unchanged. 
Not much chance is seen of,.lower prices. With the coming 
pack so uncertain and with shipments delayed by freight con- 
gestion the supply here is none too liberal which causes hold- 
ers to be a little careful about selling down too low. Move- 
ment into consumption is not especially active, but inquiry 
seems to indicate something of a scarcity of some grades in 
certain localities. 

Sardines—The market for imported sorts has been im- 
proving slowly recently. While a wide range of prices has 
been quoted for Norwegian pack standard summer packed 
brisling and sild have continued on a fairly firm basis. <A 
good many lower grades of brisling have been offered at reduc- 
tions in price, but these comprised stocks which were either 
taken from the Norwegian Government reserve or were mis- 
cellaneous goods picked up abroad and relabelled to fill Amert- 
can orders. The sild sold at low prices were principally of 
the one-layer type, while the standard pack is two-layer and 
is preferred by the American trade. These miscellaneous 
stocks have not been taken in this market, but in the interior 
the sale has been fair. Cities like Chicago have taken con- 
siderable quantities for them, probably in preparation for 
the summer season which is now about opening. Other grades 
are steady, but quiet,

PICKED UP IN PASSING 


. Retail trade in and about New York has picked up a bit 
during the week and the volume seems to have exceeded the 
weeks preceding. Most retailers report a fair business over 
their own counters and this has forced them to enter the mar- 
ket to buy further supplies. They have been stimulated to 
action somewhat by the fact that sales have increased and a 
firmer level of prices has been established. In nearly all vari- 
eties the market has improved in activity and has advanced 
some in price, though in a few of the varieties the advance 
has been more in the nature of insisting upon firm prices 
than in actual advances. But when prices become firmer it 
is looked upon as a precursor to higher values in the near 
future. Therefore, it is no longer a question of obtaining 
goods at low prices. Retailers are discovering that they must 


pay full figures and then sometimes it is hard to get the foods 
they want. The improvement in the market has brought about 
a disposition to investigate reports regarding reduced acre- 
age and not a few retailers have been astonished to learn ex- 
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actly what has hapened about planting. They begin to see 
that the reports which have been coming in all the Spring 
were conservative rather than otherwise. Activity is still in 
small lots, but inquiries from retailers are more numerous 
and some are confident of improvement in larger transactions 
in the near future. They hope for a better market over their 
own counters, which the high price of vegetables seems likely 
to bring about and they hope that buyers will take what 
fruits they want now. In the main retailers find holders firm 
in their views, showing little disposition to make concessions, 
even when they will result in larger business. Movement into 
consumption in all sections seems to be better andsinquiry in- 
dicates further additions to the growing demand. Consumers 
are evidently finding in canned foods a source of supply that 
interests them. 

A letter received here this week says that 95 per cent. 
of the Baltimore packers refuse to talk future tomatoes. They 
are still uncertain about the supply of raw material available 
and are equally at sea regarding prices. Under such circum- 
stances, coupled with the higher labor and other production 
costs they are not anxious to make prices. In their opinion 
the safe way is to let things take their own course. Holders 
are not selling old pack as freely as they did. They believe 
it is a dangerous policy to do that and may leave them with- 
out any stock later. : 

Jessup & Roberts have taken the Eastern territory for 
Fogg & Hires’ ‘‘O. K.” tomatoes. The New York territory will 
be handled directly by the local office of the concern, of which 
J. A. Meehan is manager. Jessup & Roberts have recently 
opened an office in Boston, 


Trucking conditions are still disturbing. It is difficult to 
obtain trucks and when any are obtainable it is not certain 
that the work will be done as promised. One interest made 
arrangements to have a certain shipment handled. The order 
was placed Thursday, but the work was not done until the 
following Saturday and this is a fair sample of the conditions 
which confront the shipper of any sort of canned foods. And 
when he gets the shipments on the cars he is not certain that 
it will move for an indefinite period. The only possible solu- 
tion is shipment by motor truck. And this is the course that 
an endless number are following. Not long ago twenty trucks 
were encountered in one of the country towns of New Jersey 
bound from Pennsylvania points to Boston, laden with ma- 


chinery and other Pennsylvania manufactures. It was cheaper 
and quicker to ship by truck all that long distance than to 
ship by rail and have shipments delayed perhaps for months. 
The canned foods trade has been hard hit by this shipping 
difficulty and thousands of dollars have been lost since the 
snows came last February. Since then shipping has been 
largely an experiment. No one could tell what the outcome 
of trusting goods to the rails might mean. 


California canners would like to handle peaches in the 
proportion of 85 per cent. clings to 15 per cent. free, This is 
according to a straw vote taken by their representatives at 
a meeting with the California Nursery Bud Selection Asso- 
ciation. The canners’ vote on the varieties of clings was: 
Phillips, 40 per cent.; Tuscans, 25 per cent.; Felora and 
Peak’s, 10 per cent. together; Sims and Libbee, 10 per cent. 
together; Levy, Albright and McDevitt, 5 per cent each. For 
freestones the vote was: Lovell, 70 per cent; Muir, Elbert and 
Salway, 10 each. 


According to reports from isolated sections the three 
sharp mornings of last week brought a frost in some sections 
of New Jersey which came at the right time to injure the 
peach crop more or less. On the other hand considerable 
travel through the State during the past ten days has disclosed 
the heaviest bloom on the fruit trees in years, including pears, 
plum and peaches. The apple trees are not all out yet, but the 
bloom, where it is out, is as heavy as the bloom of any other 
variety. 


Strawberries through the Northern sections are blooming 
freely. Thus far supplies coming from the South haven’t 
been quite satisfactory and prices have ruled rather low. 
Perhaps too low for the comfort of the producer. It is 
possible to buy a fair quality of berry at retail at 35 cents a 
quart and they are seldom above 40 cents. Considering the 
prices of other fruits these figures are relatively low. They 
have cost as high as 25 cents for good berries for a number 
of previous seasons. With a quotation of 35 cents they are 
not up to the range of prices covered in other fruit quota- 
tions. Makers of fancy drinks and fruit juices are heavy 
buyers in the market. Prohibition has steadily increased the 
demand for berries. Ice cream and syrups are both taking 
further large quantities.

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| CHICAGO MARKET 


Buyers Attending St. Louis Convention—Some of the Consid- 
erations Under Discussion—Corn Selling Well—Prices 
Advancing—Most Orders for Spot Peas 
Going Unfilled.

Generalities—Many of our brokers and buyers have gone 
to St. Louis to the big Coonvention of the Southern Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association. There is a current rumor on the street 
that an effort will be made to amalgamate or consolidate the 
two big wholesale grocers’ associations, the National and the 
Southern, and that a preliminary movement will be instituted 
at St. Louis in the appointment of a committee to open negotia- 
tions in that direction and with that intention. 

It is said that the sentiment of members is in favor of the 
consolidation, and that ntohing will prevent it except the person- 
ality of some of the leaders and their ambitions which may be 
arrayed in opposition to the proposition. 

It is hoped that the disturbed conditions of feeling between 
the canners and wholesale grocers aroused some time ago over 
a discussion of forms of contract. may be calmed and placated. 
The representatives of the National Canners’ Association will be 
at the Convention and, will surely try to justify their attitude 
in the matter of forms of contracts. 

There is a movement on among the larger prokerage con- 
cerns to confine their business to the canners whom they directly 
represent at full brokerage and not to sell through other brokers 
on a division of brekerage and not to accept or work on a divided 
brokerage. Wise operators say that such methods demoralize 
prices and engender such a character of competition as to keep 
buyers dissatisfied and pessimistic. 

Their argument is that a brokerage house will make more 
money by confining their sales efforts to the factories or canners 
they directly represent than otherwise, and that the system of 
dividing brokerage with subbrokers engenders mistakes and inac- 
curacies and builds up an army of small brokers or salesmen 
who harass the buyers and take up all their time, thereby bring- 
ing the profession into personal dislike and discredit. 

It’s a pretty little cause for war, and the battle is likely to 
be lively and prolonged, 

Canned Tomatoes—About as heretofore, with but little 
doing. No change from last week. Small demand. 

Canned Corn—There have been good stiff sales of Stand- 
ard and extra standard corn this week. 

No full standard grade can be had this week for less than 
$1.20 f. o. b. cannery either in Illincis, Iowa Ohio or Wisconsin, 
and the trade is buying at that price. Choice lots of standard 
at $1.20 and extra standard at $1.25 cannery are being quietly 


bought in by wholesale dealers, and it is becoming a hard job 
to find the goods in first hands. 


Canned Peas—The Wisconsin canneries are “all shot to 
pieces” as to spot stocks of canned peas, and one big cannery 


is said to have made a sale of all their remaining holdings of 
the 1919 pack to go to Minneapolis to a big jobbing house. 


Orders have been pouring into Chicago cannery sales agents 


for peas this week, and it is learned that about three-fourths of 
the orders had to be declined, the lots having been sold. 


And yet wholesale grocers are still fighting shy of futures 
and have so far bought very few 1920 future peas. 


It is learned, however, that New York canners have sold 
futures very heavily, and that several of the largest New York 
eanneries have been inquiring in Chicago for desirable lines of 
peas to cover their oversales. 

It is no use quoting the market on spot peas, as every owner 


has a different price, and the owners are too few to average the 
market price. 
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Watch the situation and you will soon see a buyers’ scramble 
for the medium and cheaper grades of future peas. They are al- 
ready struggling to buy the fancy and smaller. size, without avail. 

Canned Apples—An offering of canned apples from two 
or three New York State canneries at $5.50 cannery for No, 10 
size, choice quality, consisting of about 10.000 cases, was cleaned 
up and wiped off the slate here this week, and the market is 
still unsatisfied. . 

The appetite of consumers for cider in cans is still unap- 
peased, as I suggested in my last week’s communication, and 
canned apples are going into 1920 with a total clean up, as cider 
has taken all the surplus stock usually carried over in cold storage 
in barrels. WRANGLER.

With the approval of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, all carriers in the United States are demanding prepay- 
ment of freight charges on all traffic which they originate 
destined to points in Canda. This action being necessary by 
reason of the difference in the rate of exchange between United 
States and Canadian money. Shipments originating in Canada 
destined to points in the United States, prepayment will be 
accepted. 


In keeping with Section 422 of the Transportation Act of 
1920, and at the suggestion of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, the carriers in Official, Southern, and Western Classi- 
fication Territories respectively, have filed with the Commis- 


sion applications for authority to increase rates for the pur- 
pose of securing for those roads the revenue which they be- 
lieve to be essential to the operation of their properties, and 
to which they feel they are entitled to as'a fair return upon 


the value of their properties in the three groups, as provided 
by the Transportation Act. In order to produce the additional 
revenue which the carriers claim they will need, it will neces- 
sitate percentage increases in the respective groups as follows: 


Eastern or Official Classification Territory... .30.4% 
Western Classification Territory............ 23.9% 
Southern Classification Territory............ 30.9% 


Inasmuch as the present railroad situation demands im- 
mediate action, the Commission under date of May 11th an- 
nounced that beginning Monday, May 24th, hearings will be 
held at Washington wherein the carriers will, by groups, pres- 
ent evidence in justification of the figures which they have 
filed with the Commission, and thereafter evidence from ship- 
pers in opposition to the proposals will be heard. 


Hearings were heard before the Consolidated Classifica- 
tion Committee at New York last week on various changes in 
the Consolidated Classification including proposed standard 
specifications to cover wooden containers for canned goods, as 
well as changes in the existing specifications which cover 
fibre or pulp board containers for canned goods. 


The B. C. & A. Railway have requested authority from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as per their reduced rate 
application No. 686, to publish reduced rates on empty tin 
cans from Hurlock, Md., to various points in Delaware and 
Maryland located on the Pennsylvania Railroad.

Growers Becoming Discouraged by Continued Bad Weather— 
Farm Hands in Unions—Dyer Company Spreading 
Out as Preserve Makers—The Sugar Prices. 


Evansville, Ind., May 13th, 1920. 


The Weather—Bad weather conditions have prevailed 
again in this section during the past week and farmers have 
been further delayed in their spring work and they are rather 
Giscouraged at excessive rains and floods that have visited 
the Tri-State section off and on for the past several weeks. 
Farmers who have been able to plant any seed report that 
the growth has been slow and that in most instances the 
plants are not making much headway. Many farmers and 
tomato raisers in the Tri-State sections in past seasons have 
had plants set out by the tenth of May and took chances on 
the frost and cold weather that are likely to come before 
the third week in May. Practically no plants are set out at 
this time and the tomato crop and other crops will be late 
and as a result many of the canning plants will be late in 
starting this year. Farmers in Southern Indiana who have 
been worrying for several months past over the shortage of 
farm labor, are now facing the proposition of farm hands’ 
unions and they say they are “up against it good and hard.” 
Some of the farm hands in many sections are organizing under 
charters from the American Federation and are demanding 
more money than the farmers say they can afford to pay. 
The farm hands also are demanding shorter hours and in that 
production is already below normal, the farmers do not under- 
stand how shorter hours are going to help bring up produc- 
tion. As stated in a former news letter, many of the farmers 
are resorting to the use of more tractors and will use more 
fertilizer than in former years, hoping this will make up for 
the shortage of farm labor. Farmers in some sections also 
are “pooling” their teams, tractors and other farm machinery 
and will help one another in the cultivation of their crops 
this year. 

Building a Levee—Farmers living in Knight township, 
Vanderburg County, on the Ohio River, a few miles east of 
this city, are arranging to build a levee that will be several 
miles long and which will calculate to protect their property 
from the overflows of the river. There have been several 
floods along the lower Ohio River already this year and the 
farmers have been greatly inconvenienced by these over- 
flows, and their losses have been heavy. They believe that 
the building of this proposed levee will solve the problem of 
constant overflow. The building of this levee will mean that 
a larger acreage of tomatoes will be raised in Knight town- 
ship this year than in former years, it is said. 


The Berry Crop Increasing—The W. H. Dyer Company, 
local canning and preserves manufacturers, is anticipating a 
big business this year, in fact a larger volume of trade than 
last year. Mr. Dyer came here a few years ago and pur- 
chased the plant of the old Indiana Canning Company, which 
concern was operated for a number of years by Ezro Lyon. 
The company has been growing rapidly since then and this 
year they have contracted with a large number of farmers 
in this section to raise tomatoes for them. Last year the 
Dyer Company enlarged its line of endeavor by the addition 
of high-grade preserves, jellies and jams. In order to get 
a part of their berry requirements more conveniently grown 
they have made long-time contracts for the growing of straw- 
berries, blackberries and raspberries. No section of the coun- 
try anywhere is better adapted to growing berries and small 
fruits than this, but heretofore growers have never had an 
assured market. This opportunity of a guaranteed market 


makes it possible for farmers to grow these profitable crops.

Readers will be welcomed to visit this local food plant 
in which all Evansville is interested and will be surprised at 
the size of the plant, amazed at the quantities of food packed 
and pleased with the cleanliness of the kitchen and plant in 
general. 

Sugar Prices—Retail grocers of Evansville and in many 
other towns in Southern Indiana are now selling sugar at 
28 and 30 cents a pound. Retailers in Evansville now are 
held to bags of 100 pounds each and are selling the sugar 
in small lots to their customers. In the face of the advancing 
sugar price, only those who have been forehanded enough 
to lay in sugar will be able to “‘put up” any fruit this year 
in the face of the fact that the prospects are for the largest 
fruit crop in this section of the State for many years. Many 
of the smaller factories also are reported to be running low 
on sugar. Strawberries will be on the local market within 
a few days and it is a question if enough sugar can be secured 
by the housewives of this part of the State to do any canning 
to speak of. 

Charles F. Hartmetz, president of the Sterling Products 
Co., has been re-elected president of the Peoples‘ Saving Bank 
of this city, which position he has held for several years. 
Mr. Hartmetz is one of the most public spirited men in 
Evansville and is connected with many of the leading indus- 
tries here. 

Farmers in the Decker neighborhood on White River in 
Gibson and Knox counties, a few miles north of here, have 
decided to raise a large acreage of tomatoes this year. The 
ground to be used is that upon which the famous Decker 
canteloupe is raised, but the raising of tomatoes will in no 
raanner interfere with the melon crop, it is announced. This 
ground is all planted in rye and at the proper time the rye 
is plowed under, thus making a basis for the conserving 
moisture. The raising of tomatoes this year will be in the 
nature of an experiment. Many sweet potatoes also are raised 


each year in the Decker neighborhood and many of the pota- 
toes are sold to canning factories in Southern Indiana. 


The Shaver Canning Co., of Boonville, Ind., which has 
contracted with many farmers in and around Chrisney, Ind., 
has arranged to furnish fertilizer to the farmers who have 
signed contracts. Four hundred pounds of fertilizer will be 
used to each acre of ground. 


According to a report of Mrs. Margaret Viele, collector 
of the United States customs office in this city, April was a 
big month for the importing of seed and a large amount of 
foreign seed was received through the local office. A great 


deal of the seed came from Sweden and the Scandinavian 
countries. 


Good seeds were discussed by the county agricultura} 
agents of Southwestern Indiana at a meeting held in the office 
of J, A. McCarty, county agricultural agent of Vanderburg 
County, here a few days ago and many farmers attended the 
meeting and seemed to profit by the discussions of experts. 
W. A. Ostrander, of Purdue University, at Lafayette, Ind., 
was one of the main speakers. He gave a plan for the certifi- 
cation of seed in this State. According to the plan, which 
was formulated by the Indiana Corn Growers Association, 
certain seeds to be planted in the State this year will be in- 
spected and certified to. In this manner it is hoped that at 


least one source of high-grade seed will be established in

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NEW BRITISH ORDER FRESH ARGUMENT FOR FEDERAL 
INCORPORATION 


American Managers Forced Out of Companies Formed Under 


Hongkong Ordinance. 


Under the terms of a recent Order of the Privy Council 
of the British Government, “no person other than a British 
subject resident within the limits of this Order, shall act as 
managing director or in any position similar to that of manag- 
ing director, or shall otherwise exercise general or substantial 
control of the business of a China Company.’’ As a result, all 
American managers of American companies organized, for con- 
venience, under the British Incorporation Laws for China have 
been forced to resign their places in favor of British subjects. 

This order is only one of the aggressive steps take in the 
last year by the British Government in conformity with its 
policy of governmental encouragement and support of foreign 
trade. By way of contrast, the Congress of the United States 
has recently been attempting to destroy the one agency of our 
Government which is most effective in aiding foreign trade, 


the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, by cutting out 
its appropriations. 


This expulsion of the American managers from all com- 
panies incorporated under the “Companies Ordinance, 1911, 
of the Colony of Hongkong,” lends peculiar force to the efforts 
of the National Foreign Trade Council and American Chamber 


of Commerce in Shanghai to secure the passage of a bill per- 
mitting Federal Incorporation for Foreign Trade. 


Bills now pending before Congress aim to remedy the sit- 
uation. In China at present, a company formed by Americans 
and backed by American capital can be incorporated only under 
the laws of Great Britain or else under those of one of our 
different States. These State laws are so unlike and change 


so constantly, and court procedure and decisions vary so much 
in the different states, that the state laws are generally dis- 
trusted abroad, and it is difficult, often impossible, to secure

investment of foreign capital in American concerns organized 
under these laws. 

Federal incorporation of American concerns doing business 
abroad would lend the confidence and prestige of the federal 
name and authority to our foreign traders, and nothing is as 
important to foreign trade as mutual confidence. 

It is highly desirable that firms abroad made up of Ameri- 
cans, but depending largely upon foreign money for their 
capital, be permitted to do business under the American flag 
in such a way as to attract the investment of foreign money. 
This investment in American concerns would inevitably lead to 
the purchase of American goods, and would therefore be of 


the greatest value in aiding the growth of American foreign 
trade.

We just read this in The Modern Grocer of Chicago, Aprii 
24th issue: 


“A Suggestion With Our Compliments. 


Once when we were on our way to a convention of the 
National Association of Retail Grocers, our train was wrecked. 
We were detained for 24 hours, and arrived at the convention 
a day late, escaping the address of welcome sessions. 


Did you ever attend a meeting at which the address of wel- 
come sessions failed to give you a decidedly tired feeling? 
Neither did we. 


But the entire first day of the meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation this year at Atlanta is to be given over that sort of amuse- 
ment. We don’t seem to learn that real business sessions are 
what the delegates want. The attendance at the National Asso- 
ciation meetings will be so large that it will tax halls to seat 
the delegates when the program makers cut out the bunk and 
put real red blood business into their sessions.

SECRETARY TULLEYS: In the way of explanation I will say 
that I received a letter from the Treasury Department, Government 
savings organization, enclosing a resolution on thrift, which the Treas- 
ury Department is very anxious to get before the people. 

The resolution is as follows: 


“Whereas, An intelligent, thrifty and saving citizenship is 
the greatest guaranty of the prosperity of the nation, or any 
sub-division thereof such characteristics being a certain proof 
of a strong, self-reliant and independent people, and 

“Whereas, The Government Savings Organization, conduct- 
ing the national thrift campaign in the Seventh Federal Re- 
serve District for the United States Government, urges wise 
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spending, systematic saving and the purchase of Thrift and 
War Savings Stamps and Treasury Savings Certificates, and 

“Whereas, Through the purchase of such Treasury Secur- 
ities there is not a man woman or child who may not become 
a participant in the post-war recons_ruction of the entire 
world and a shareholder in our great Government, now, there- 
fore, be it resolved by this body 

“First—That the members be urged to practice wise spend- 
ing and systematic saving. ; 

“Second—That the members extend consideration in every 
way to thrift giving expression thereof by saving as much as 
they may be able, and investing as much as they may be able~ 
in Treasury Savings Securities. 

“Third— That unqualified endorsement be made by this. 
body of the national thrift movement.” 
This I will turn over to the Resolutions Committee for action.

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REVISED INSPECTION RULES—SANITARY. 
REQUIREMENTS 


“Revised Tentative Minimum Standards for Certification. 
Inspection Bulletin No. 7%, National. Canners Association. 


= The following debating inspected foods and to 
tite use of the Inspection Seal, superseded General Rules on 
pages 11 and 12 of Inspection Bulletin No. 2: 

¢ 1. Only clean, sound materials shall be used. 
and vegetables must be of a proper degree of ripeness, 

2. Cans shall be labeled to comply with the Food and 
Diugs Act and with the laws of the State in which packed. 
The labels shall bear no false ‘or misleading statements. 

3. Cans shall be as full of food as practicable, consis- 
tent with proper sealing and processing, and without injury 
to the quality or appearance of the product. No water, brine 
or. syrup shall be added except in sufficient quantity to fil! 
the interstices and cover the product. No water shall be 
added in canning tomatoes. 

4. The inspection service shall have the right to cut as 
many samples as deemed necessary, and the question of pay- 
ment for samples drawn for inspection shall be left to the 
decision of the local Advisory Board of each inspection district. 

* 5, The inspection seal shall not be used at any cannery 
until the sanitary requirements of the Association are met 
to the satisfaction of the Director of Inspection. 

6. The minimum standards of quality on which the in- 
spection seal will be issued for certain products will be those 
adopted by the Educational Committee of the Association. In 
case of other products, minimum standards shall be recom- 
mended by the local Advisory Boards and directors of inspec- 
tion for the approval of the National Canners Association in 
determining tentative minimum standards for certification.

. mittee on Definitions and Standards of the U. S. Department 


of Agriculture, the minimum standard for certification shall 
not be lower than such standard grade. 


7. Inspection Seals in sticker form will remain in the 
custody of the inspector until the canner is ready to attach 
them to the cases, and will be issued only upon request of 
the cannery management after examination of samples of 
the pack by the director or his authorized assistant. 

8. Inspection Seals will not be issued to any canner who 
is in arrears in payment for inspection. 

9. Canned foods in any district shall not be entitled to 
the inspection seal until such time has elapsed as may be 
necessary to determine defects of quality or sterilization, such 
period of time to be determined by each Director of Inspec- 
tion with the approval of the District’: Advisory Board. 


10. Canners whose intention it is to use the inspection 
seals in sticker form should designate a. responsible person 


to receive them from the inspector and to sign the certificate 
receipts. 


11. Inspection Seals should be applied promptly after 
they are issued by the Association; otherwise they should re- 
main in the custody of the inspector, 


12. If, for any reason, the inspection seal is refused on 
certain products, and these products are allowed to become 
mixed with products worthy of certification, the seal shall be 
refused on the entire lot. 


Canneries to be Constructed. 


1. Canneries shall be so located as to receive and handle 
their raw materials as promptly as possible, to avoid un- 
necessary damage or deterioration, and to secure satisfac- 
tory disposal of waste.

Canneries shall not be located in an insanitary place 
or one which cannot be made and kept sanitary. 

3. Canneries shall be located conveniently to an ade- 
quate, potable water supply. 


Sanitary Requirements. 
These requirements supersede the sanitary requirements 
on pages 16 to 18 of Inspection Bulletin No. 2. 


General—1. All canneries shall be clean, properly lighted 
and ventilated. 


2. When natural light and ventilation are insufficient, 
provision must be made to improve the same artificially. 

38. The walls and ceilings of working rooms shall be 
thoroughly cleaned, and coated with light-colored paint or 
other suitable material. 

4. Floors of packing rooms shall be thoroughly scraped 
and scrubbed until clean. They shall be so constructed as to 


insure proper drainage, to prevent accumulation of dirt in 
cracks, and to make it possible to keep them clean. 


5. Gratings or slatted floors shall be provided around 


cookers, washers, and in other places where overflow or 
splashing it unavoidable. 


6. All scaldergs, blanchers and tanks of water in which a 
product is held, as tomatoes before scalding, peaches and 
pears before filling into cans, and tanks for washing fish, shall 
be provided with a continuous fresh water supply and an 
overflow. 

7. Ample water and steam shall be supplied to keep the 
factory in a sanitary condition. 

8. Filling of cans with brine or syrup by submergence 
or by means of a “dip tank”’ shall be prohibited. 

9. Necessary drainage shall be provided in connection 


with the cannery, and the arrangement shall be made to carry 
all waste and sewage away from the cannery. 


10. The cannery and surroundings shall be kept free 


from accumulated waste and rubbish, and maintained in a 
sanitary condition.

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11. Gross by-products suitable for other usage, as pea 
vines or corn husks, must be stacked or placed in silos sep- 
‘arate from the building. The stacks or silos must be properly 
drained. 

12. Canneries shall be operated in strict compliance with 
State or Federal sanitary laws applying to such canneries. 

13. All fish, fruits and vegetables, shall be washed be- 
fore canning, except cabbage from which all damaged or soiled 
leaves have been removed. Decayed and damage parts shall 
be trimmed from fruits and vegetables. 

14. Boxes, crates or other containers furnished to the 
grower for fruits or vegetables, and boxes, tubs or tanks 
for holding fish, must be kept in sanitary condition. 

15. All tables, floors, utensils, conveyors and machines 
shall be cleaned daily (or after each operation if the can- 
nery does not operate daily), and as much oftener as is neces- 
sary to prevent souring or unsanitary conditions. 

16. The cans and covers shall be stored in such a man- 
ner as to prevent contamination and shall be clean when filled. 
Empty cans shall not be kept uncovered on the canning-room 
floor. The filled cans shall be clean before packing for ship- 


ment. 
Requirements Affecting Employees 


17. No person known to be afflicted with infectious or 
contagious disease or with infected wounds shall be em- 
ployed in preparing or canning food. 

18. Spitting on the floors or walls of the canneries shall 
be prohibited, and smoking will be allowed only in rooms 
provided for that purpose. 

19. Where a change of clothes for work is necessary 
or usual, hangers or lockers shall be provided for clothing 
not in use. 

20. Employees handling food products shall wear clean, 


washable clothing or aprons. Women shall wear clean, wash- 
able or paper caps over their hair.

Employees handling food shall keep their hands and 
finger nails as clean as the nature of their work will permit. 
Such employees shall wash their hands after leaving the 
toilet. 

22. Sufficient potable water shall be supplied at conven- 
ient locations. Common drinking cups shall not be used. 


Individual drinking cups or sanitary drinking fountains shall 
be provided, 


R 23. Only potable water shall be used in making syrups 
or brine for filling cans. 


24. Separate toilets and lavatories shall be provided for 
each sex. The toilet-room floors shall be tight, and of such 
suitable material that they can be washed and kept clean. 
Lavatory facilities shall not be less than one bowl with faucet 
for every 20 employees; in case sinks are used. 20 inches 
ef sink with faucet will be considered equivalent of one bowl. 

25. At least one toilet seat should be provided for every 
thirty factory employees. Where State requirements are 
more exacting in this respect, such requirements shall be com 
plied with. The doors to the toilets shall be so arranged that 
the seats cannot be seen from outside. The toilets shall be 
well lighted and ventilators shall be screened against files. 
Every water closet seat shall be at least one foot above the 
floor. Walls of toilet rooms and compartments if constructed 
of wood, shall be covered with a non-absorbent, light-colored 
paint or varnish. Sanitary toilet paper shall be provided. No 
urinals shall be constructed except within toilets or in 1 
separate room or building, screened as provided for in cas3 
of toilets proper. 

26. When toilet rooms are in the cannery, they must be 
supplied with proper flushing facilities and connected with a 
sewer. 

27. Outside closets must be sufficiently removed from 
tLe factory to avoid being «+ nuisance and built tight abo e 
the ground; the doors to be made self-closing and the buil . 
ing must be kept clean, properly ventilated, lighted and 
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screened; the vault or receptacle must be watertight and be 


kept thoroughly disinfected and vaults must be cleaned out 
before the contents reach the ground level. 


28. Adequate lavatories separate from, but convenient 
to, the toilets shall be provided, supplied with soap and sani: 
tary towels and equipped to furnish running water. Hot run- 
nung water shall be supplied when essential. The lavatorics 
and toilet, including bowls and seats, shall be cleaned daily. 


It is strongly recommended that at least one man be em- 
ployed in each cannery whose entire time is devoted to carry- 
ing out the foregoing requirements.

Notice to Pulp Manufacturers—We have just learned that 
there is a possibility of having the restriction on the shipmen 
of “Tomato Pulp in Bulk” removed after September ist. The 
best way to accomplish this is for each individual shipper to 
see his local agent and write immediately to the general freight 
agent of his division. These letters should set forth the hard- 
ship imposed upon us by the present ruling, because of the 
great shortage of cases and the uselessness of the cases to 
the buyers of pulp. It would also be well to call their atten- 
tion to the fact that no claims have been made against them 


in the past for the shipment of Tomato Pulp in bulk when 
contained in No. 10 cans. 

If these letters are written immediately by everyone con- 
cerned the Secretary’s office will then be in a much better 
position to convince the railroad authorities of the need and 
value of a different regulation.

No. Progress Made in Preparations for Crops—Railroad Tie-up 
Prevents Delivery of Fertilizer, and Crops Will be 
Heavily Cut—Packers Glad Futures Did Not 
Sell More Readily—Sardine Canners 
Say They Will Not Make 
Future Price. 


Portland, Maine, May 14, 1920. 
Weather—The cool weather of April continues into May, 
with the result that the ground is no nearer ready for planting 
than it was two weeks ago, and is now several weeks behind 
normal. The past week has not brought very much rain, 


-and of course every day’s sun helps to dry up the ground, and 
warm it up. The past few days have been somewhat warmer 
than previously, but by no means the degree of warmth which 
we expect with this season of the year. 


Fertilizer—Acreage was reduced because the planter did - 


not want a large pack; then it looked to be further shortened 
because the planter could not obtain help. Now it is in a 
fair way to be almost wiped out in some sections because 
planting corn without fertilizer is effort wasted, and fertilizer 
is impossible to obtain. With many tons as near as Boston, 
waiting shipment to Maine points, and with farmers pleading 
for deliveries, it is impossible to make shipment on account of 
car shortage. Shipping by truck is getting to be too expen- 
sive, as the cars are in great demand and the prices extortion- 
ate. 

Future Maine Corn—There have been times during the 
present slow-selling season when packers have wished for 
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_ more activity. Now they believe the indifference of the buy- 


ers is all part of the general scheme of things, as large sales. 
would certainly result in a small pro-rata delivery. Now, un- 
der the certain conditions of a small pack, the loyal buyers will 
be protected, and the ‘foolish virgins’’ may learn their lesson, 
and next season provide themselves with oil before it is too 
late. The current price is still $1.60 factory for future Fancy 
Maine corn, with $1.65 occasionally reported. While business 
is not active; the packers who are willing to take additional 
business are reporting continuous sales, at full prices. 


No. 10 cut Crosby corn is having more attention from 
Maine packers this year than ever, or at least more con- 
sideration. In former years only one house packed this size 
corn, but this year there are at least two, and one is increas- 
ing his capacity in order to care for the increasing demand. 


Hotels and restaurant trade have never been able to buy 
enough No. 10 Maine corn, and are taking hold of the present 
opportunity with eagerness. The prices remains at $8.25 fac- 
tory. The one packer who is still open for business has stated 
that his offerings would be withdrawn within a very short 
time. 


Golden Bantam Corn—This is getting to be a regular line 
of Maine canned goods, instead of a side line. There are 
one or two packers in Maine who handle no other variety of 
corn, and several of the older packers are converting at least 
one factory to pack only Golden Bantam. With all this in- 
creased output, the demand yet exceeds the supply. No. 2 
Gut Golden Bantam can be bought today for $1.80 f. o. b. 
factory; No. 3 Talls at $3.50 and No. 10s at $7.50 are the 
very fine Golden Bantam on the ear, which is in great demand 
for fancy trade. 


Spot Maine Corn—There is practically no strictly fancy 
corn in first hands in Maine today; near fancy is quoted and

No. 10 Apple—SAP business is already being done; oc- 
casional inquiries for a firm price are made, but none has been 
reported as yet. One fancy packer stated that did not accept 
an offer for $5.50 for a very large future sale, which is an 
indication of his idea of future price. 


Sardines—The prices recently quoted on futures have not 
been denied; on the other hand many packers assert that they 
have not and will not make any future price. The Eastport 


packers are being obliged to close their factories after run- 
ning only a week or two, owing to the total lack of cans, and 
to the condition of the fish, not proper for canning. 


Blueberries—Your correspondent hoped that before this 
week’s issue he could report that at least one new blueberry 
factory had been arranged for the coming season. But alas, 


it is not true. A very reliable packing house has talked of 
adding this to their line of canned goods, but have not arrived 
at a favorable decision as yet. As always, the demand is far 
in excess of the possible. pack. 


Lobsters—The fact that the packer who may have lobster 
to sell (if there is one) has not changed the price from the 
opening figure, is a proof that Maine packer are not to be 
classed as profiteers. Inquiries and orders come into the 
State every day, and if the goods could be found they would 
be taken at any price, however high. 

Clams—The Spring pack is already sold up to its approxi- 
mate estimate. The contracts for the Fall pack could not be 
filled owing to the severe winter weather, so the many fac- 
tories are still at work filling old contracts. Should the 
weather and factory conditions prove very favorable, some 
packers might be able to take on additional business after 
present contracts are covered. MAINE.

High-Grade Fruits May be Scarce Due to Sugar Prices—Spot 
Gwods Cheaper Than New Packed Can Be—To Protest 
Cold Storage Bill—The Big Export Trade Con- 
vention—Opening Prices on Pumpkin 
and Squash—Coast Notes. 

Reported by Telegraph. 

San Francisco, May 14th, 1920. 

Fruits at High Prices—With the price of sugar steadily 
soaring upward, from no apparent reason other than to en- 
rich the coffers of refiners, the outlook is for extremely high 
prices on California fruits packed in heavy syrup, with a 
shortage of the high grades. Shrewd buyers have been picking 
up desirable lots of spot goods for several weeks, buying these 
instead of new pack goods, with the result that the local mar- 
ket is considerable firmer than for a long time. The fact is 
steadily being driven home that it is now possible to secure 
goods of the 1919 pack much cheaper than the 1920 pack can 
be disposed of, unless there are immediate and radical reduc- 
tions in the price of sugar, canning stock and labor, which 
seem out of the question. The present outlook is that many 
canners will be inclined to go slow this season and that the 
pack may show a reduction as compared with last year. 
Growers are demanding from three to five times as much for 


canning fruits as in normal times and packers are showing 
no indications of being in a hurry to contract for stocks. 


To Protest Cold Storage Bill—The Canners League of 
California is advising its members to make strong protests 
individually against the measure introduced into the United 
Senate requiring foods packed from raw products that have

- During the rush season immense quantities of fruits and 


berries in this State are kept by refrigeration and many of 
the leading canneries are equipped with plants of this kind. 
Instead of being injurious, the very reverse is true—fruits 
that have been kept for a few days improving noticeably in 
quality. The Canners League has filed a protest against the 
measure, which is probably a stronger one than its author in- 
tended.

Delegates from 
foreign countries are here in large numbers and a highly suc- 
cessful meeting is assured. The general theme of the con- 
vention will be “‘The Effect of Being a Creditor Nation,” and 
the program is sufficiently varied to be of interest to busi- 
ness men in almost any line. C. H, Bentley, of the California 
Packing Corporation, is chairman of Group Eleven, which will 
discuss “Practical Problems of the Export Manager” and 
addresses will be made by recognized experts on ‘Training 
Export Salesman,” “Trade Mark Protection” and ‘Survey of 
New Markets.” Other groups will take up such subjects of 
interest to packers as “‘Education for Foreign Trade,” ‘Fi- 
nancing Foreign Trade,’ ‘Transportation and Communica- 
tion,’ “Foreign Trade Advertising,’”’ ‘““Foreign Trade Policies,”’ 
“Direct Selling Abroad,” ‘‘Banking Service to Foreign Trade,” 
“Foreign Credits and Credit Information,’ ‘American Trade 
with Russia,” ‘“‘Webb Law in Operation’ and ‘Pacific Prob- 
The great problem facing the California fruit grower 
and packer is that of finding markets to absorb the very great 
increase in output that will soon be in evidence. The big men 
in the canning industry are sounding the warning that foreign 
markets must be expanded and the coming meeting will do 
more to point out a way in which this can be done than any 
other gathering ever held in the West.

named on canned pumpkin and squash by a leading California | 


packer, but sales are expected to be rather slow until spot 
stocks are off the market, the latter being offered at a lower 
price. Futures are quoted at $1.30 for No. 2, $1.65 for No. 
2%, and $4.75 for No. 10, as compared, with $1.20, $1.60 
and $4.50 for spot. Opening prices have also been named on 


the new pack of red pimientos at $14 per case of one hundred 
quarter tins. 

Asparagus—Shipments of new pack asparagus are now 
going forward in quantities, the trade having expressed a 
desire to secure deliveries at the earliest possible date. The 
opening prices recently put out have met with general ap- 
proval, although the highest ever named, and the expected 
output has about been sold. There is a very heavy call for 
tips which cannot be met in full. 

Coast Notes—Edward K. Strowbridge, sealer of weights 
and measures for Alameda County, has been notified by the 
horticultural commissioner of Los Angeles County, that the 
Curtis Packing Corporation, operating at Long Beach, has 
been found guilty of violating the State standardization law 
and has been fined $250. The evidence against the firm was 
unearthed by Sealer Strowbridge, who seized fifteen cases of 
tuna fish, each can being short one ounce in weight. It is 
alleged that an investigation disclosed the fact that 165,000 
cans of fish each short in weight had been prepared for sale, 
the total discrepancy in weight amounting to over 10,000 
pounds. 

Three two-story frame building of the Virden plant of 
the California Packing Corporation twelve miles above Isleton 
were destroyed by fire recently, with a loss of $10,000, and the 
big cannery was saved with difficulty. 

The new packing plant of Libby, McNeill & Libby at 
Gridley, Cal., will handle apricots this season, although most 
of the supply will have to be brought in from outside districts. 

Figs will be handled this season in the new plant of the 
Stanislaus Growers’ Association being erected at Modesto, Cal., 
several hundred tons having been contracted for. A good 


demand is materializing for canned figs, although the general 
public is as yet unacquainted with this product. 


The Puyallup & Summer Fruit Growers Company, of 
Albany, Ore., of which W. R. Scott is manager, is installing 
much new equipment and will be in a position to greatly in- 
crease its pack this season. 

E. B. Deming, a prominent canner of the Northwest, and 
Mrs. Deming, accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. S. A. Deming, 
were recent arrivals at San Francisco. 

Karl Wolbach, head of Haas Bros., San Francisco, plans 
to leave on a trip to Europe on May 9 to settle his mother’s 
estate and make an auto tour of the principal countries where 
travel is possible.

Francisco to handle food products and offices have been opened 
at 24 California Street.

THE TINPLATE SITUATION 


For many months the canners in the eastern section of 
the country were in a “Devil May Care” mood regarding their 
supplies and new machinery for the 1920 packing season, the 
reason being the unfavorable market for the finished goods 
on the one hand, and the high contract prices demanded by, 
the growers on the other. But back of it all, with tomato 
canners particularly, and to some extent with some other 
canners also, was the fact that the short packs last year left 
them. with heavy carry-overs of cans, labels, etc., and so they 
felt they had at least a part of their supplies in and possibly’ 


as much as they would need during the coming season, based © 


upon the feelings they then had towards the operation of their 
factories. For many had determined not to run, 


Lately, however, market conditions have materially im- 
proved, and with the rise in prices has gone up their feelings” 
towards this season’s operations. The result is not a few are 
beseiging the machinery men with orders for additional or 
new equipment, and this is not making it easy for the supply 
men to answer. A moment’s thought will show every late 
buyer that the machinery man cannot go out into the market 
and secure steel and parts as wanted; and often when he can. 
find a seller he cannot always secure transportation for the © 
stuff, and even if gotten to his factory, is still face to face with 
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insufficient and inefficient labor, and all the troubles con- 
nected therewith. The supplymen may be depended upon to 
do their very best under all circumstances, for they are loyal 
to the canners and ever willing to work long hours and to go 
to any extreme to meet the demands upon them; but there are 
some things that are not subject to their control. Therefore, 
if anyone needs additional machinery it is common sense and 
prudence to get the orders in at the earliest possible moment. 

A very grave situation, however, has arisen over the tin- 
plate condition; one which threatens to cut short the can 
supply if there should be a normal demand for cans this season. 
In the first place the steel mills are working but a fraction of 
their normal time, and even such time as is put in is yielding 
but a fraction of normal returns. So the tinplate makers 
face a reduction of output due to lessened hours and to less- 
ened output on those hours. And it might as well be stated 
plainly here, black plates for tinning purposes have never been 
in high regard with the steel makers; they very much prefer 
other forms of steel which return them better prices and are 
more easily produced. So with the demand for steel products 
far in advance of possible supply black plates for tinning have 
not the best chance in the world. 

And to this threatened shortage of tinplate must be added 
the troubles incident to the big railroad strike. Can makers 
here in Baltimore have been cut off for weeks on tinplate deliv- 
eries and the trouble is anything but settled as yet. Most of 
this plate comes from the Pittsburgh districts and in all that 
section the strike fever is still rampant, and the operation of 
the roads only up to a fraction of normal. If this were im- 
mediately straightened out some of the can makers’ troubles 
might be overcome; but they have already lost weeks in the 
making of cans, and it begins to seem certain that they will 
not be able to regain this lost time. Without tinplate they 
cannot make cans; nor can they catch up lost time when the 
supply of tinplate dribbles in, and at best that is all that can 


be said of it today, and the outlook is not bright for any im- 
provement. 


It will be noted that the American Can Company have 
been compelled to withdraw all prices on packers’ cans owing 
to this condition, and other can-making concerns are being 
forced to the same action. It is the first time that the indus- 
try has been threatened with a shortage of containers this 
early in the season, but the danger seems real and imminent. 
Here again the can makers may be depended upon to do the 
very best they can, under the circumstances; but in the opim- 
ion of the best posted men in this business, they forsee a very 
heavy shortage of cans if the canning season this year is any- 
where near normal. 

As an evidence of the extent to which the can companies 
will go to keep a supply of cans ready for their customers, 
the action of the Southern Can Company of Baltimore might 
be cited. Failing to receive their regular consignments of tin- 
plates, they went into the tinplate regions and there were able 
to arrange for a solid train of tinplate to be shipped them, in 
connection with the Crown Cork & Seal Co., of this city, each 
taking half of the trainload. Were the Food Administration 
in operation they might arrange for such transportation to 
relieve this threatened cutting off of the food supply; but as’ 
it is there is no one in authority to do this and no certainty 
of its being done. 

The danger of the situation should suggest to any canner 
to get his can orders in at once, and to make every effort to 
cover his season’s requirements. We are pulling no chestnuts 
out of the fire for any can makers, but simply trying to warn 


the canners of a danger that is not only threatened but is 
with us today. 

And the growers should note this situation. If the can 
supply runs out it will mean the loss of crops to the growers, 
since the raw market cannot possibly absorb the difference. 
The canner who is bound by a contract and has not cans to 

pack the goods in, will be in a bad situation. The danger 
locontenn the whole food supply of the country and is not local 
but general, applying to all sections of the country.

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FILL OF PEAS REGULATION CONTINUED 
United States Department of Agriculture, Bureau of Chemistry. 


Washington, D. C., May 5, 1920. 
To Packers of Green Peas: 

On May 7, 1919, the Bureau of Chemistry announced the 
opinion that cans of food products should be packed as full 
of the products as is practicable without injury to the quality 
and that in the cases of green peas the cans when properly 
filled should yield, in general, the following weights of peas, 
the weights being determined, in each instance, by draining 
the contents of the can for two minutes upon a screen having 
an 1/8 inch mesh: 

No.. i: 

(2-11/16”x4” sanitary, and hole and cap can) 7.5 ozs. 
No. 2: 

(3-7/16”"x4-9/16” sanitary, and 3-3/8”x4-9/16” hole and 

cap can) 14.5 ozs. 
No. 10: 


(6-3/16”x7” sanitary, and 6-1/4”x6-3 /4” hole and cap can) 
72 ozs. 


These figures, which were obtained from the examination 
of experimental and factory packs and from the judgment of 
a committee of trade experts in passing upon samples from 
commercial lots, were tentatively issued. 


Continued investigations made at first hand in the various 
pea canning districts, and covering different climatic condi- 
tions, degrees of maturity and varieties of peas have served to 
conform the reasonableness of the figures previously an- 
nounced. The results attained commercially by experienced 
canners indicate that, with proper judgment in allowances for 
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the swelling of the peas during processing and with reasonable 
care in the adjustment of the fillers, these weights can be 
readily approximated. 

These figures, therefore, will continue to be used as a. 
guide by representatives of the Bureau in their examination of 
canneds peas for the purposes of the enforcement of the Food 
and Drugs Act, but it should be emphasized that irrespective 
of the exact drained weight obtained the cans should in-all 
cases contain the greatest amount of peas possible without 
impairment of the quality. 

For the guidance of less experienced packers it may be 
pointed out that in order to secure a maximum fill without in- 
jury to the quality of the peas careful consideration should be 
given to the several factors influencing the changes in volume 
and weight of peas during processing. It appears that the de- 
gree of maturity exercises the greatest influence and that 
young and immature peas, because of their low starch con- 
tent, and less subject to ‘‘swell’’ during processing. The size 
or grade also frequently bears a relation to the degree of 
maturity. Usually also a given weight of Alaska type peas will 
yield a slightly higher ‘‘cut-out’’ weight than that for the 
corresponding grade of the several varieties of ‘‘sweets.”’ 

In making declarations under the net weight amendment 
of the Federal Food and Drugs Act the total weight of the 
contents of the can, liquid included, should be declared; this 
Pureau will regard as in violation of the Act interstate ship- 
ments of peas in tins which are not filled to the maximum ca- 
pacity consistent with maintenance of quality.

Baltimore, Md., May 15, 1920. 


The same character of buying that has prevailed in this 
market during the last three or four weeks was much in evidence 
again during this week, and there was a broader market, ex- 
tending to points further away, covering a larger number of arti- 
cles. There appears to be but little hesitation about buying, and 
less disposition to wait until local markets adjust themselves to 
higher costs at the primary sources of upply. The trend of the 
market prices at the close today is toward a higher range of 
quotations. 

Trading in tomatoes for future delivery was fairly active this 
week, and the buying orders came from widely separated markets, 
some of which do not purchase here under ordinary conditions. 
From now on the buying of them will increase each week, it is 
believed, and it may be good business to take on a few carloads 
as a starter for the season of 1920. The prices of today are not 
out of reason at all, and the bug-a-boo of Government sales being 
eliminated, the general situation and outlook are clearer. Have 
us to post you fully by wire as to prices, brands and shipping 
points when you are ready to take up the subject, and we will 
secure refusals long enough for you to act on them. A specifica- 
tion of your probable requirements will be very much appreciated 
and will be helpful to you and to us. 

Spot tomatoes were quite active all this week, and if ship- 
ments could be made immediately to markets located beyond 
points on the maine line of the receiving railroad, the activity 
would be greatly increased, almost without doubt. As it is, the 
orders from those points are being booked for prompt shipment 
when the embargo is raised or partly lifted to allow distribution 
of necessary food products and thereby secure priority of ship- 
ments, Shipments by the all-water routes and by some part-water 
and rail routes can be made promptly out of Baltimore. Let us 
have your order booked now for your requirements during the 
next sixty days or more and leave it to us to get the goods rolling 
at the earliest possible time. Spot tomatoes bought at today’s 
prices, guaranteed to be 1919 pack, will lose no money for you. 
We request your order early next week 


Spinach grown in the best section of Maryland is now arriv- 
ing in quantities for canning, and it is high-class quality. The 
high cost of all fresh vegetables affects the price of spinach, also, 
and the continued cool weather does not tend to make the cost 
any lower. The market is active, and the buying this week was 
larger than it was last week. Do you need some spinach? If so, 
buy it immediately; don’t wait. 

Canned sweet potatoes are not so active at the prevailing 
prices, and the buying has eased up until the local markets 
can catch up with the big advances here. But the stocks in this 
market are now so small that it is only a question of time when 
they will be sold out, the next canning for them being four or 
five months off. Meantime you will need some of them most likely. 

Stringless beans, to which we called particular attention last 
week, advanced this week, and will go higher, probably, in line 
with other vegetables. Cover your requirements for prompt ship- 
ment. 

Corn is active, and the buying will increase because it is a 
good purchase, and, as ‘yet, it has not recovered fully from the 
depression of last winter. Buy both Maine style and shoepeg 
corn with confidence. Trading in corn for future delivery is light, 
comparatively, as yet. 

Peas are about sold out, very few left here, only No. 3 and 
No. 4 sieve. For the other lines of vegetables there was the 
usual run of small orders daily, with no developments of interest 
in any of them. 

Fruits of all kinds and grades are stronger, especially the 
Syruped goods. No. 2 pears are almost cleaned up, and No. 3 
Pears seem likely to go the same road before long. Look after 
vears now if you will need them. Apples have been taken out 


of this market so steadily in small lots that they have almost 
disappeared, except some No. 10 cans. Those fancy quality peaches 
are practically sold out, the lot we quoted special last week; only 
a few left unsold in Baltimore. This is a good time to pick up 
unpeeled pie peaches at a fair cost, if needed. 

The pineapple season is nearby, and the buying for prompt 
shipment from the new pack exceeds expectations, The straw- 
berry season is at hand, but the fresh berries are away beyond 
the reach of the canners, as yet, because of the very high prices 
bid by the preservers and the fruit-juice people. Unless the un- 
expected happens in the matter of lower prices, the canners will 
have to go mighty slow. 

Cove oysters are advancing because the stocks here are so 
very light, and they may be withdrawn by and by. As a result of 
scarcity of oysters, the prices of crushed shells for poultry have 
advanced, with notice of further advance coming. Herring roe 
is stronger and looks like advancing.

DELIVERY OF SPRING FERTILIZER MEETS WITH 
SERIOUS DELAY 


Railroad Strike a Serious Setback to Transportation from 
Factory to Farm, 


The job of moving fertilizer to the farm this year seems 
to be just one delay after another with the last worse than 
the one before. The fertilizer manufacturers, anticipating 
some delays in transportation this year, started their shipping 
season much earlier than usual, hoping to relieve the strain 
upon the available car equipment. Unfortunately the Rail- 
road Administration was not able to maintain the 75 per 
cent. car supply which had been promised, and when the rail- 
roads were returned to private operation on March 1, the 
records showed that shipments up to that time had been very 
little in excess of normal. After March 1 there came a period 
oft re-adjustment, during which the car supply for fertilizer 
was seriously interrupted and preference orders, which had 
been in effect under government operation, were canceled. 

The Commission on Car Service, which succeeded the Car 
Service Section of the United States Railroad Administration, 
issued orders that all cars should be laoded in the direction of 
the home railroad. The effect of this was completely to upset 
the system under which spring fertilizer was being moved, 


and in the confusion the supply of cars for fertilizer was re- 
duced to the minimum. 


The first three weeks of March, which ordinarily see a 
very heavy movement of fertilizer, were very disappointing 
in car deliveries. Unusually late and hard winter conditions 
prevailed until well into the month of March, and this added 
to the general difficulty of moving freight especially in New 
York and New England. 


During the latter part of March, however, there was con- 
siderable improvement in cars, and it seemed as if the indus- 
try might come through on time with its spring deliveries. 
Then came the newest and latest of industrial difficulties— 
the ‘‘outlaw strike.’ Starting in Chicago, which is the largest 
of our western fertilizer distributing points, the strike traveled 
East, enveloped one center after another until Chicago. 
Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
Buffalo, Boston, New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore were 
tied up tight. 

The effect of the walkout, ef course, was to cause tre- 
mendous backing up of loaded freight cars on every line and 
absolute embargoes on freight of all sorts. As we go to press 
the Car Service Comimssion reports that, althought embargoes 
are still in effect for through shipments, it is likely that con- 
ditions will show some improvement during the latter part of 
this week or the earlier part of next week. This is an op- 
timistic view of the situation, and even if it works out to the 
best we can hope for, it will be some time before conditions 
become anywhere near normal. It seems absolutely impossible 
te make up these delays and get fertilizer delivered when it 
should be delivered| One of the most serious aspects of this 
recent tie-up has been the lateness of the season when it has 
come. There is no time to catch up. April and May, even in 
our northern sections, are the heavy planting months.
